payment be made from two Moneths to ewo Moneths , beginning the firſt rwo Moneths payment bet wix: and the 
{ſecond day of February next, for the Moneths 0: December and January inſtant : The ſecond two Maneths pay- 
ment to be betwixt and the firſt day of March, for the Moneths of February and March : Ardthe third two Mo- 
neths payment to be betwixr and the firſt of May , forthe Moneths of April and May : And the laſt ewo Moneths 
payment to be betwixt and the firſt day of July nextto come, for the Moneths of June and July , conform to our 
jaid Act of Parliament.
